1. Purpose. This bulletin reemphasizes 
the importance of considering energy 
conservation in acquisition decisions. 

2. Expiration date. Vhis bulletin 
expires October 8, 1981 unless earlier 
revised or superseded. 

3. Background. 

a. The Office of Federal Procurement 
Policy (OFPP) Policy Letter 78-1, in 
implementing the Energy Policy and 
Conservation Act (42 U.S.C. 636{a){4)}, 
required Executive agencies to promote 
enerey conservation and efficiency 
through procurenient policies and 
decisions. Accordingly, regulations 
making the requirement a mandato: ¥ 
standard with respect to procurements 
and underlying procurement and 
property management documents has e 
been set forth in § 1-1.339-1 of the 
Federal Procurement Regulations and in 
Part 101-25 of the Federal Properiy 
Management Regulations. 

b. The OFPP has now issued 
Supplement No. 1 to OFPP Policy Letter 
76-1 (45 FR 47772, July 16, 1980), which 
reemphasizes the need to conform to 
both the spirit and intent of thase 
regulations. Ina September 2, 1980. 
me auntan din OFPP encourages Agency 
and Industry Contact Points procuring 
offices to work cooperatively to give 
meaningful consideration to the 
conservation of energy. 

4. Agency ection. Energy conservation 
us it relates to acquisition decisions is 
expected to be made a matier of 
manugement emphasis throughout the 
Fxvecutive branch.

Subject: Federal Contactor’s Energy 
Conservation Programs 
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Under the auspices of the Ioteragency 
Federal Energy Policy Committee (sometimes 
referred to as the "656" Committee), this 
Office and the DOK's Office of Conservation 
und Solar Energy recently reviewed the 
measures taken by several Federal 
contractors and Government procuremer! 
activities to promote energy conservation at 
facilities employed in the performance of 
iederal contracts. The purpose ol this survey 
was to determine Wf inglusion of an energy 
conservation clause in Federal contrfcts wa 
warranted. 

We have conghided that, on balance, 
Federal contractors are conscientiously 
pursuing energy conservation measures and 
that an energy conservalion chiuse, per se. 18 
not warranted as en additional siamutus. tn 
fact, there Is a general feeling that the efforts 
ussociated with administering an energy 
conservation clause could detract from 
positive measures being devoted to 
conservation efforts. Therefore, we bave 
decided nul to promulgate such a clause, 

However, the survey did disclose thal most 
of us still waste energy needlessly. A prime 
exemple is the use of Eghting on bright days 
and when rcoms are unoccupied. Also 
wdostry associations could be helpful in 
pumoting enerey Conservation by 
exchanging encrey conservation idecs 
through such media ue their newsletters to 
member fms 

Anuther area worth considering is to 
emphasize and discuss energy Conservation 
Cormg sgurce pele: ten for major programs 
Soh discussions could promete a commun 
understanding of ebstruct.ons to energy 
conservation measures and cooperahve 
ravans for overcoming gach cbstructions 
within the scepe of the programm.

Tn turn, the General Services Administration 
and the Department of Defense issued 


Limplementing reguletiong aaking the 
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respect to both advertised and negotiated 
procurements and underlying procurement 
and property management decuments, such 
as purchase requests. The applicable 
regulatory coverage is set forth in the 
following regulations: Federal Procurement 
Regulations 1~1.339-1, Defense Acquisition 
Regulation 1-339, Federal Property 
Management Regulativa 41 CFR Chapter 101, 
Subchapter E, Part 101-25. 

The continuing increase in energy costs. 
both as a percentage of the life cycle costs of 
facilities, equipment, and systems and total 
dollar expenditures, dictates that energy 
conservation, es ft relates to acquisition 
decisions, be made a matter for management 
emphasis throughoul the Executive Branch. 
As initial steps, (1) I specifically want this 
Policy Letter and the regulations cited above 
to be brought to the attention of those 
personnel involved in acquisition decisions, 
and (2) 1 want to reemphasize the need to 
conform to both the spirit and intent of these 
directives. : 

There are numerous acquisition-related 
energy conservation opportunities that the 
Government can pursue in carrying out its 
day-to-day activities. For example: (1) where 
energy costs constitute a mujor portion of the 
life cycle cost of a product, the energy- 
efficiency of competing products should be 
considered in deciding which product to 
procure; (2) existing heating and air 
conditioning systems in Government 
buildings can be made more energy-efficient 
through the addition of energy-saving 
components or the replacement of inefficient 
systems; (3) rail and water transportation 
systems genvrally consume less energy in 
terms of the paytoad bauled and may 
represent a practiceble alternative to other, 
less energy-efficient, forms of tranerortetion: 
and (4) products made with recyelid 
materials, which generally require less energy 
lo produce, frequeatiy are adequate fur the 
Government's needs. In additicn tu making 
good economic sense, Federal energy-saving 
strategies can also serve as exenivles for 
State and local governments, busiex 
the general public. 

Innovations aimed al energy cosservation 
are resulting in riany new products and the: 
redesign of existing products to ria: 
more energy-cf.cient. In this vein 
development of better product anc cosh 
standards by Government and the prs. 212 
seclor—standards specifically de; i: i 
aid in the conservation of energy—sh 
result from iinplementation of OMB Circular 
A-119, Federal Participation in the 
Development end Use of Voluntary 
Standards. 

ln managing our personal effairs, we have 
luken steps to cope with escalating encrey 
custs and shortages. We musi be equally 
Vigilant where the public interest and tax 
dollars are involved. We do not have to settle 
for praducts which are less energy-efficient, 
due to either the lack of fanuliarity with new 
products which are more energy-efficient, or 
'9 outmoded Federal specifications. The 
policy on Acquisition and Distribution 
Commercial Products (ADCoP) (See 43 FR 
§26?—Federal Property Ma Augement 
Regulations Temporary Regulation E-69—}1 
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cf R Ch. 101), together with life cycle cost 

considerations, provides a pusitive means for 
the Government to take advantage of energy- 
saving innovations. ; 

‘The obligation to think and practice energy 
conservation in shaping acquisition decisions 
does not rest sclely with the contracting 
function. Rather, this obligation begins with 
those responsible for levying acquisition 
requests upon contracting officers. The 
people who generate such requests are 
obligated to pursue vigorously energy 
conservation opportunities and be receptive 
to the use of acquisition strategies tailored to 
ensure that energy conservation and 
efficiency are given due consideration in the 
procurement process. 

Many energy conservation measures have 
been initiated by the Congress and the 
President confirming their determination to 
eliminate the Nation's dependence ou torcign 
energy sources. With respect to Federal 
procurement policy, | arn equally determined 
to take whatever measures are necessary to 
ensure thot our acquisition prosrams promote 
energy conservation, In this regard, if there 
are conflicting policies, regulations, or 
procedures which effectively preclude ot 
haniper the acquisition of enerry-efficiert 
products or services, they should be mace 
known to me so they can be changed. Also, if 
we need to strengthen existing policies 
regulations er procedures te ensure 
procurement of energy-efficient products and 
services, this also will be done. 

I wish to be advised within 90 days of the 
steps taken or planned by your agency to 
eniphasize and ensure compliance with the 
split and ialent of this Policy Letter and 
iraplementing resulations I will disseminate 
for your consideration thase responses which 
demonstrate the kinds ‘of imaginative and 
civalive inking required ta maximize the 
potential contributiun Federal acquisition 
decisions cin make to the Nation's encigy 
conservation efforts,
